_&. HARRISON, OF ALTON. 


NO CLEW TO THE ASSASSIN. 


Murder Mystery Unsolved and the Au- 
thorities at Complete Loss What 
Course to Pursue Next. 


—_—_— 


George S. Harrison, murdered on the 
highway north of Upper Alton, IIL, Fri- 
day evening, was buried Sunday afternoon. 
Hundreds of people attended the services 
at the house and the graVve. 

The search for some clew that will throw 
light upon the assassination goes on, but 
there is no light. 

The Coroner has acknowledged himself 
baffled and closed the inquest with a ver- 
dict of assassination by an unidentified 
person, and there is no further hope of 
clearing the mystery therg, The Alton of- 
ficials have done what they could, but have 
accomplished nothing and practically with- 
drawn. 

Only the friends of $he murdered man and 
his relatives are still working upon the 
case, and they have made no progress, be- 
cause they do not know where to begin. 
They know of no one whom they can sus- 
pect of having done it. The old gentleman, 
they say, had enemies who “might have 
done it,’’ but even with them it could only 
have been almost an insane deed, 

The people of Alton and Upper Alton are 
agreed in these two beliefs: It is unlikely 
that the mystery enveloping this foul crime 
will ever be cleared, and if, by any chance, 
it is cleared, the developments will be 
startling to an extent never exceeded in the 
criminal history of Madison County. 

The dead man has relatives who declare 
they will know who killed Harrison, if it 
can be known, and they have money to 
conduct a search. 

The three strangers who drove behind 
Harrison when he passed the Hardy store 
have been found, They say they passed 
the old gentleman @ half-mile. south of the 
bridge, and were driving much faster than 
he. William Megowen, who was walking 
into Upper Alton, corroborates their story. 
Megowen says he crossed the bridge about 
5:30 o’clock that evening and sat there a 
moment to rest. The three men in the 


spring wagon passed just as he left, and 
he met Harrison a full quarter of a mile 
up the road. Megowen says he saw no 
one around the bridge or on the road near 
it.
